To Hold Tax Sale About 
First of November, 1945 


The council of the Municipal Dist- 
rict of Mountain View No, 49 held its 
regular meeting at Didsbury on Mon- 
day, May 7th with all councillors pres- 
ent,

Opening of a new northern high- 
way is in prospect, something of par- 
ticular interests to motorists. This is 
a 382-mile highway running from 
Grimshaw, north of Peace River, to 
Great Slave Lake, It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of construction 
would be more than $2,000,000, 

The federal government has an- 
nounced that it is prepared to make 
an appropriation, to provide for the 
completion of the northern road, at 
the next session of parliament, pro- 
bably in August, 

The plan involves an agreement be. 
tween the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments, Under this pact, the pro- 
vince would bear the cost of improv- 
ing the highway from Peace River to 
Fort Vermilion, From Fort Vermilion 
to the northern boundary of the prov- 
ince, the dominion would bear two- 
thirds of the cost and the province the 
balance, For the rest of the highway 
which lies in the Northwest Territor- 
ies, the dominion would carry the en- 
tire cost, 

Along the route of this highway 
are the famous Alexandra Falls, which 
would prove a major attraction to mo. 
tor tourists, The country pro- 
vides good fishing and big game hunt 
ing.

John Bracken, the son of a farmer Ephraim Bracken 
and his wife, Alberta, was born in a log cabin in 
Ellisville, Leeds County, Ontario, on the 22nd of 
June, 1883.
